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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

Response to Arguments 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC £ 112 

2. Claims 1-12 remain rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. (Written Description and New Matter). 

Applicant's arguments filed 7-22-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicants traverse the instant rejection on the grounds that the while it is 
acknowledged that the compounds exemplified in the specification were designed to target 
specific polynucleotide sequences encoding B7-1 and/or B7-2 proteins, the applicants submit 
that oligonucleotide sequence disclosed would also hybridize to sequences form different 
species, mutated sequences, polymorphic and allelic variants, and/or sequences that have an 
unspecified degree of identity (similarity, homology) which encode B7-1 or B7-2. In response to 
applicant's position, it is noted that the instant claims are not limited to the oligonucleotide 
sequences targeting human B7-1 or B7-2 as set forth in the specification as filed. Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read 
into the claims. Stein re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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Additionally, Applicants amended the instant claims to incorporate Genbank Accession 
No. MN_005191 (human B7-1) and Genbank Accession No. NM_175862 (human B7-2) in an 
effort to properly describe the claimed invention. However, it is noted that these GenBank 
Accession numbers are not set forth in the specification as filed, and are not properly 
incorporated by reference into the specification. Since these sequences were not a part of the 
original disclosure, this current amendment to the claims is considered new matter. Applicants 
must amend the claims and remove the new matter in response to this Office Action. 

Moreover, the attempt to incorporate subject matter into this application by reference to 
the human B7-1 and B7-2 DNA sequences set forth in the non-patent publications of Freeman et 
al. J. Immunology, 1989, 143:2714, and Azuma et al, Nature, 1993, 366:76, is improper because 
these DNA sequences are required to properly describe the claimed invention, and are considered 
essential material. The incorporation of essential material in the specification by reference to a 
foreign application or patent, or to a publication is improper. Applicant is required to amend the 
disclosure to include the material incorporated by reference. The amendment must be 
accompanied by an affidavit or declaration executed by the applicant, or a practitioner 
representing the applicant, stating that the amendatory material consists of the same material 
incorporated by reference in the referencing application. See In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 569, 179 
USPQ 157 (CCPA 1973); In re Hawkins, 486 F.2d 579, 179 USPQ 163 (CCPA 1973); and In re 
Hawkins, 486 F.2d 577, 179 USPQ 167 (CCPA 1973).
